It would seem that the journoy of 
tbe Ticeroy of Egypt to Europe was 
not without an ooject ; bo finds that 
he baa raised a Frankenstein in the 
aa'6z Gangl and goes to Europe to ask 
the great' Powers to take it off Jiie 
bands {i. e.) to gnaraotee its neutrality.

Clifton, tbe rolicking M. P. tat JSoitm 
ingham, is dead , Mr. B. Oiborrie is 
mentioned as a likely Candidate. The 
notorious Mr. lligby Wason, who insti.. 
tnted proooedinga some tinie 
against tho Lord Chief Baron for some 
problematical grievance, and waa non- 
soited, is about to prosecuto E.ul lius- 
eel, Lord Chelmsford and Sir F. Xielly 
npon a charge of eou'^piring to deloai 
his appeals in tho former action.

His bon. fricod had asked him a ques- 
tion with respect to Britith Culumbia, 
There had bueu several indications by means 
of jiublic inootinga and othetwise, ol a groat 
desu'o on the part ol tbo inliabiiants ot Bri- 
tish Columbia lo become connected with tbo 
DouiinioQ of Caoada, Tbo most recent in- 
formation was to the e^eot tbat they had 
undergone a change io tbat respect, but 
whetliei they hud changud their minds or 
not, ho Waa (|uita sure that they would change 
them back again, for il wos perfectly obvious 
that it was to the advantage of British Col- 
umbia to be conoeotcd with Canada, and 
that the tioh valley of Iho Suskatohewan 
was almoat a neo^sBary oomplemeot to her 
territory.

stood at present. In Vancoarer Iiiaod, too, 
aod io Qaeen OharlOt'ts'IstaisaJ th4 beat bed 
of coal was to be found which could ba foood 
in that part of the Pacific — a matter of great 
importance io' the developmcat of the re- 
sources of a country. The proposal which 
had been ma'Je by bis noble friend [Lord 
Granville], and which had been accepted by 
the Hudsun Bay Company, and which he 
hoped and believed inronld be accepted by 
the Canadian Guvernmeoi, would, ol oourse, 
in no way touch British Culumoia.

Viscount Bury approved of the mode pro- 
vided f ar the tracsler of the Hortb West Ter- 
ritory, He hoped that by and br we should 
throu;,;h tbid lei riiory have un excellent route 
to cur peBsoB-ioi.s io the East, and he be- 
lieved tuit witbiu Ihu life time of many now 
living there would bo established, by ship, 
canal, ruilioed and telegtuph, direot comuiu- 
nioa'ion betweou the Atlantic aod PaciSo. 

I Hear, bear.J The navigation required tm- 
provemeni be believed only in three places 
10 admit of their taking a ship straight from 
Eoglaud to the foot of the Ruuky Mountaii.s 
without difiobargiog cargo. The liud, too, 
could be eu.siiy adapted to tho laying ot rail- 
ways, as tbo gradieots to be overcome were 
very few and very slight. Against the doubt 
which bad beau aaggested as lo the loyalty 
uf Canada in oerlaio events be fell it right to 
raise bis voice. Go the lowest ground, that 
of selt-interes', it would not be lor the advan- 
tage of Canada to join*the Uu.ted States, 
Why should Canada, which now bud a cum- 
plate autonomy, throw iisolf into the bands ol 
a neighboring liopublicT The yoke of the 
Queeo did oot ptesi heavily upou the Caoa- 
dians, and they escaped from findiog them- 
selves every four years involved lo the throes 
of what roseuibloil the sublimated essence of 
a general electioa — the election of a Pre-i- 
doot — which waa no sooner decided than 
thoy were thrown alrnsh into the turmoil of 
caovussitig lur his succesaor. Canada more-, 
over, in pinca of diminishing bet. taxation by 
joining the United Stutes, would have lo take 
over a share of tho existing djbt. On the 
other hand, by remaining as slio waf, witb 
one bait of the coutioent ol Asierica i i ber 
hands, her fuiore prospects were nut inturior 
to those of the Uoi'ed Stales. The Canadi- 
ans, he inaibted, were aitaohed trom senti- 
ment and from convi stion to the lorn^ ol gov- 
ernment under which they lived ot present, 
and bad no wish lo abandon the mouHichical 
form ol government for any other. (Cheers.) 

Sir C. Dilke said that the commuoioatioo 
made by the Uoiled States between tba 
Ailantic and Pacific was not mainly oom- 
iueici»l in its otijoot, but political — namely, 
to uoiie one poitiuo of the country to another.
